100 HORSES BURNED WHEN FIRE 
IS STARTED BY A CIGARETTE 


Ringling Bros. Suffer Big Loss at Huntsville. 
Many Equines Left Behind 1 


Huntsville, Ala.. Oct. 3ft.— (Special.) 
Fire though! to have originated from 
a carelessly dropped cigarette, burn­ 
ed one of the big tents of Ringling 
Bros. circus here Saturday afternoon, 
causing the death of 40 horses and 
the injury of half a hundred others. 
Thirty-seven of tjte horses wore burn­ 
ed to death. 12 were shot, and some 
of the others that were injured will 
die. 
Fifty horses were left 
behind 
when the circus moved,on to Clarks- 
dale, Miss., awaiting hospital cars In 


which they can be moved. 
Tlio fire occurred just prior to the. 
afternoon performance, 
which 
was 
slightly delayed on this account. The 
oiled top of the tent flared up and 
burned 
fiercely, 
and 
the 
horses, 
tethered within, were unable to es- 
oqpe. 
A few were removed by the 
two attendants in charge, but most 
of these dashed back into the flames. 
The horses were big Clyde* and P er­ 
dieron» lined for» draft purposes, and 
were valued at about $350 each.
